Why Prmw Peach TreeaT 

Peaches arc always boma on wood 
that grew the previous season. There- 
fore, after a peach tree reaches bear- 
ing age. It Is essential so to manage 
it as to Induce a fairly liberal srowth 
each seasoB. 

As a teaeral propoaltloa, Tar}- kea 
vy pruning will induce a corraapond- 
tngly large amoiJnt of new wood 
growth. It follow.s that the weaker- 
growing varieties should be pruned 
more heavily thaa tke Tsry StMBS 
growing sorts. 

The srowias of aa open-headed 
tree is not merely a matter of keep 
ing the top well tkianed out. The 
])ositi(in of the branches can be con- 
trolled and directed to a marked ex 
tent by the munaar la wktek the 
pruning is done. 

Heading in a tree from year to

|pn: !i While (jrowliiK mohair and 
producing kids, the Angoras in the 
Uzurks are also trimming down the 
brush, manuring the hills, and pre- 
paring the way tor craaa, cattle and 
sheep. 

Some owners of brush lands, not 

wishiiiK to invest in goals, have paid 
goal owin rs from .'lO to T.'i ri nis per 
.animal per season lo rlear Ihe land 

for them. Thus the herd owners, 
by ranting out their goats, have re- 
ceived good retnms for their brows- 
ing instead of Caving to pay feed 

bills. 

In addition to th<> rental income, 
good Angora nannies, w io n proper- 
ly cared for, are returning an average 
of 9 to 3 M pounds of mohair and are 
bearing a goodly number of kids. 
Well-bred, thrifty wethers, bncks, 
and young goats are keeping the av- 
erage of mohnir clip up to about 3% 
pounds Willi mohair .selling from 
50 lo 75 cents a pound and kids valu- 
ed at $3 to $4 pi r liead. each rented 
nannle retunu from $6 to $7 per 
year, graaa.*

Thi« ha^ been another week of 
churning i lioppy grain ninrkels. but 
the tendency has been definitely 
downward and about half of the big 
advance ot tha praeading weak waa 
wipai out. Tha aarkat la atlll nadar 
the strong opposing Influences of 
small stocks, light receipts and conse- 

quent big lasb preiiiliiins. (ilue partly 
to lack oi transportation and partly 
to a holding altitude on the part of 
farmers i on the one hand, and a con- 
viction which Is developing into a 
certainty that there will be a record 
snrplns of all grain and food stuffs 
to be carried over Into tha now erop 
year, on the other. 

The wheat situation is really thn 
most seilous and promises to domi- 
nate all grain values. In place of 
the 300,000,000 bushels of wheat 
which g^'ernnant o!V.e,\9.U eunfidant- 
ly expect ei to axiwrt dnr^g rha erop 
year of 1919-SO, It now appears 
doubtful if we will dispose of over 
165,0011.000 and indications are for 
a carry over li. .ill iiositions of be- 
tween 175,000,000 and 200,000,000 
bushels Into tha new crop year. The 
Grain Corporiitlon has honght hngo 
(...antltles ot low gmiU tlwr for the 
lAport trade which the;-, now find 
themselves unable to sell ' ami aro 
I'lakinr ilespe-at.! efforts through a 
n-illonal advert;: ir ; eaivpaii.-n to scH 
1' to doniesti'' coRsiinirrs. ll is "sii- 
mated that there are still 200,000.- 
000 bushels of wheat from last year's 
crops held on the farms In this Coun- 
try and under present transportation 
oii(lilli>n> it will lie a physical Im- 
,)osslbiiily to market this siiri)lus. 

Of course, there Is a reason for this 
;ituation and while it has been, self- 
evident for over two yeaH, it has been 
persistently Ignored In this country. 
In brief, it la the Argentine surplus 
which accumulated during the past 
two years when ocean transportation 
was ali>"liil(ly unavailable. Last 
week's exports of wheat from that 
country were more than twice the to- 
Ul from the United States and Can- 
ada combined, and tminaga is baing 
div.'ri"! tn Argentine porU now at 
a rat. i !iai promisee r«cord-breaklng 
exports from there tor saTeral months 
to come. 

We have Ignored world conditions 
because Europe had to be ted and this 
was the\only country who could ^up 
ply their needs. Nbw this altnatlon 
appears changed entirely and natur- 
ally world buyers ara going into the 

chealicst market.s. 

This situation Is true not only of 
wheat, but corn, oats and flaxseed as 
well, bat we have aomo competition 
even nearer homo x>n aeeount of the 
big discount of Canadian under Amer- 
Ic.in mom y. Oats from Western Can- 
ada lan lie laid down at the Atlantic 
s,M hoard at from 4 to .'> (■ciils below 
the cost of Western oats. Kxport 
bttsineaa, which has been so widely 
advertiaOd. appears to hare been 
largely apeculative on the part ot sea- 
bn.ird dealers, and instead ot the tre- 
mendous clearances which had been 
predicted for January and February 
til- actual shipments have been about 
the lightest on record. 

The provision markets have been 
even weaker than gralna and thia. too, 
in the face of ateady to strong mar- 
kets for hogs. This situation appears 
peculiar and can only be explained 
by the fact that industrial activity 
In this country enables American 
working men to pay fancy prices for 
fresh vaiata. The fresh meat trade 
has a^aolntely fixed the hog price all 
winter, but In the meantim* tha han< 
vy and rough hogs have gone to a 
bigger discount under the choice light 
ones and slocks of lard and dry salt- 
ed meats in packing centers have ac- 
cumulated rapidly The Auierlcan 
Meat Packers AssocUtion Issued a
